What is Evidence! 

This is a question to be decided by lawyers, 
and many debates have taken place before 
juries us to what should constitute evidence — 
The lives of many men have depended on tl>e 
rulings of the Judge upon this question, and there 
ore few legal men but who will admit that it is 
one of the most important nutters ever brought 
before a court. Everything depends upon it, in 
osmuch as no case can be decided without evi- 
dence, on one side or the other. W c have been 
led to these remarks by the statement that at the 
last term of the Franklin Circuit Court, witnesses 
were before the grandjury who gave information 
of several breeches of the law and acts of vio- 
lence at the polls, at the last August election. 
It may not be inappropriate to tell the truth con- 
cerning those witnesses, as it has been told to us 
by the most reliable persons, and as we have rea 
sons to believe it exisu. .At the last session of 
the Circuit Court an anonymous Utter was written 
to the Grand Jury of Franklin county, giving in 
formation against several of the most respectable 
and influential citizens of Frankfort for rioting 
at the polls. 

The Democratic portion of the Jury, headed 
by a person who was most prominent in the pro 
ecriplion of an exemplary minister of the gospel of 
Jesus on account of his politics, determined upon 
bringing in a true biil against those gentlemen 
upon the strength of this evidence; but, ns good 
fortune would have it, a majority of the Grand Ju 
ry were Americans, who, as was their duty, de- 
murred from the decision of the Democrats nntil 

they received instructions from the Judge, Nut- 
tall. When both parties represented the facts o*^ 
the case to Judge Nuttall, that gentleman 
promptly and rightly decided that the law did not 
permit the Grand Jury to indict any one upon the 
information contained in an anonymous letter, and 
sustained the Americans in their determination 
not to bring in an Indictment upon such evidence 
He instructed thejiiry that they must obtain bet 
ter and more reliable testimony than a letter 
without a responsible indorser, before they should 
attempt to stigmatise tiie names and characters 
of respectable men and good citizens. 

It is reported that when these instructions were 
returned to the Jury, the Democrats worked them- 
selves into a perfect rage, and denounced Judge 
Nuttall in the most unmeasured terms. Tjjcy 
even charged upon him that most heinous of all 
offenses, that he was not a good Democrat — be 
cause, forsooth, he would not permit Americans 
to be indicted when there was no one to appear 
against them. Some of them even swore that 
they would never vote for him again, and gave 
him to understand that he need not expect the 
next political nomination for Judge unless he be 
came more of a partizan in his decisions. Per 
haps this is the reason why a Catholic priest ex- 
erted himself against the .fcidgc for the nomina- 
tion for the Appelate Clerkship— alleging thai 
he was not sufficientlv Democratic in his conduct 
on the bench. 

Now, who but Democrats would ever dream of 
calling this evidence? and we do not think it can 
be satisfactorily shown that any other was brought 
before the grandjury. Surely it was not half so 
reliable .as the oath of a conscientious negro, 
which is not admitted by law. Yet the Demo- 
crats would have indicted some of the most res- 
pectable men in the Slate for a Penitentiary of- 
fense upon this testimony. We do not think oiir 
sapient Senator had any better, yet he “spread 
himself” upon the subject. Such conduct well 
becomes the proscriptive party which treated Me- 
Cockle in the manner he was served this winter 
It is eminently worthy of the party which would 
prevent the extension and growth of Louisville 
because of the politics of her citizens. It is 
worthy of the party which would remove the seat 
of government from Frankfort, because the ma 
jority here arc Americans. And it is most pre- 
eminently characteristic of the party which would 
be guilty of a di.vreputable, mean, and pusillani 
mous trick, in order to turn an American Consta 
ble’s precinct into a Democratic neighborhood. 

The Fabmers in the House. — It is generally 
believed among farmers that men belonging to 
their own class of citizens, and acquainted with 
their wantsand necessities, arc most apt to look 
after the interests of agriculturalists. It is a sig- 
nificant fact, however, that out of the forty-two 
farmers in the House of Representatives, only 
twelve voted for printing the Report of the State 
Agricultural Society, the others voting against 
it. This may be accounted for by the fact that 
the forty who opposed it were all Democrats. 
There is a vast difference between sending an 
American and a Democratic farmer to the Legis 
lature.

IN SENATE. 

^ January, 1858. 

The bill concerning the Penitentiary being un 
der consideration, the Senate having stricken 
out $S,U00 per annum, and inserted $I2,UOO, and 
the question being on its passage, 

iMr GILLIS said; 

Mr, Speaker; It is argued against this bill, 
and some Senators seem to be almost vehement 
on this point, that thu inserting of $I2,IHUI must 
of course force the Keeper to work the con- 
victs, both as regards the length of time and the 
physical exertion required, in a manner which 
would be repugnant to every feeling of charity, 
and ihe claims of a just humanity. 

1 have been giving my assent to the passage of 
this bill with the Senate’s amendment, and I 
yield to no Senator on this fioor, in sentiments 
and feelings of humanity. Bui, sir, let us look in 
to the facts in this case, and let us see whether in 
reality there is anv just cause for the exercise of 
those very laud;ible sentiments; in fact, sir, 
having linked somewhat closely into the facts, 1 
have been led to doubt whether those opposing 
the passage of the bill, have nut lost sight of the 
convicts in the State Prison, and are desiring to 
exercise their charities and humanity, in behalf 
of the pecuniary interests of a political partizan. 
What, .Mr. Speaker, are the facts? There are 
in the prison 33(i convicts, which at 16j^ cents 
per day for each working day in the year, 
amounts to the precise sum in the aggregate of 
SI2,000 per annum — the sum stipulated in the 
bill, — noiv sir, is there a Senatoron this floor, who 
does not know, that just such a class of hands as 
those in the prison, under the regulation incident 
to that institution is worth at least three times 
that amount per dav; this would be about 5U 
cents per day, whereby the Keeper could pay 
the $12,000 and put into his own pocket $24,000 
per annum, or in the term of four years, for which 
term he is elected, would make an aggregate net 
profit of $96,000, a handsome fortune, and could 
also furnish the convicts the coffee, the Senator 
from Henry is desirous to provide for them. 

Let us look further, sir, into the advantages 
that attach to the Keeper’s interest; The State 
furnishes him all the machinery, shops, buildings 
for lodging the convicts, offices for the guards, 
overseers and clerk, all which do not cost the 
Keeper one cent And, sir, with all those ad- 
vantages, and the mode of subsisting the convicts 
on plain, substantial, but not costly diet, itcannot 
be but that the Keeper can realize at least 5U 
cents per day as ihe average earnings of those 
convicts, especially as a large number of them 
are good mechanics, whose labours are exceed- 
ingly valuable. 

The Senator from Woodford (Mr. Porter,) 
charges on the American party, that in the Inst 
Legislature we took precisely reverse ground to 
that now occupied by us, and asks me why I 
voted to give to a political favorite, OIr Ward,) 
the lease at $6,000 per annum, when Democrats, 
as he was informed, were offering ,$10,000, or. at 
least, when a greater sum than that offered by 
■Mr. Ward was offered, or could have been ob 
tained. The Senator will permit me to state that 
we were then very differently situated from what 
our present po.siiion is. In the first place I will 
statu that no such proposition was made to me, 
and if it had been so made, no Senator then on 
this floor had any power lo act upen it; we had 
no power to pass any law in'relation to it except 
such a one as the then Keeper would accept; he 
had been elected Keeper for four years, and one 
year only of the time had then expired, he had 
his contract with the State, and the Legislature 
had no power to change that contract in any par 
ticular, save by the consent of the Keeper. "That 
Legislature did, however, secure, through the 
lease to Mr. Ward, which he accepted, the pay- 
ment unconditionally of $18,000 net profits in- 
to the Sinking Fund for the remaining three 
years of Mr. Ward’s term inste.ad of $15,000 
which is the extent he was bound to guarantee 
under the contract by which he then held. These 
are the historical facts of the case — facta well 
known to the country. 

But, sir, a very different state of facts surround 
us now. The Legislature is one of the contract- 
ing parties— the Keeper to be elected the other. 
The Legislature stipulated, that, as the agent 
of the State, she must have .$12,000 per 
nnnuth.for the use of the prison, and the present 
Keeper comes forward and proffers to close con 
tract with the Legislature at that sum. Recol- 
lect that within the last two years the State 
has expended more than $30,000, upon improve- 
ments on the prison grounds and buildings, and 
if a Democr.it could, two years ago, have afford 
ed to give $10,000 per annum for the prison upon 
lease, he couhl surely now afford to give $12,000 
with the additional improvements; the interest on 
the cost of which, added to the $10,000, which is 
said to have been offered, would exceed the sum 
of $12,000. 

Here, then, Mr. Speaker, is a plain state of 
facts, showing our position now, and contrasted 
with what it was two years ago. Then we had no 
power, now we have the power of a contracting 
parly, and we arc endeavoring to exercise that 
power for the benefit of the Commonwealth and 
the country, at the same time that wc guard the 
righls of the convicts, and afford a liberal reward 
to ihe labor and Industry of the Keeper. 

But we arc tauntingly asked “what change has 
come o’er the spirit of our dreams.” We might, 
with propriety, retort the taunting interrogatorv. 
I know not that any change has been effected in 
thu minds of Senators now upon this floor, with 
whom I h;id the honor to serve two years ago; 
but, sir, I appeal to those then here, and ask how 
different are the arguments now used by our politi- 
cal opponents, from those uttered on this floor on 
th 3 same subject two years ago by the same party, 
a giimsiiisprecisely opposite, as much so as theex- 
iremus of light and darkness Who, sir, then 
liere, has forgotten the powerful oratorical ap 
fcals of the then able anjl distinguished Senator 
from Grant, who as one of the "few shininy lights 
of the Senate,” (as he on one import-ant occasion 
was pleased to term himsell and the members of 
his party,) devoted more time and attention to 
the advocacy of the very position now here de 
nounced by his party friends, than all that has 
been said and done in this Senate by the friends 
of this bill with the Senate’s amendment. 

His arguments then were, that the prison was 
worth far more than had ever been paid the State 
for ks use, — that some of the former Keepers 
had made fortunes by having the management of 
the prison — going in beggars, and coming out 
with splendid fortunes. And, sir, if my recollection 
is not greatly at fault, the Democratic print of 
this city was, about that time, occupying a like 
position on tlUs subject. These arguments led to 
an investigation, and the result w.as that two 
years ago wc induced the Keeper to accept the 
terms of the present lease by which we secured 
$3,01K) more lor the balance of his term than he 
would otherwise have been bound to guaranty as 
net profit to the State. 

[ The Senator from Woodford (Mr. Porter,) 
here .asked .Mr. Gii.lis if it did not appear from 
Mr. W’ard’s report, at that time, before the Leg- 
islature, that the two-thirdsof the profits to which 
the State was entitled, would have amounted to 
more than six thousand dollars.] 

Mr. GILLIS. I will answer tho Senator’s 
question by saying that itis probable the Keeper’s 
report showed such a state of facts — but that he 
[Mr. Gillis,] well knew that it had almost uni- 
versally been the case that all the profits were 
narroived down, and amounted to nothing above 
the amount guarantied, as the State hadalwaysto 
come in and pay out all such profits in the con- 
struction or repair of machinery. I will further 
say, that in that case I acted upon the report of 
the clerk of the prison; authority for the using 
of which 1 did not expect to be called in question 
by the Senator from Woodford, especially as he 
based his entire first speech on this question be- 
fore the Senate to day, on this very report, this 
very document, which placed the whole profits at 
$6,000. The American party — if I am reduced 
by the course this question has taken to speak of 
the action of tho.se favoring the Senate’s amend- 
ment, as of a party character — has acted consis 
tent throughout, and it now remains for our po- 
litical adversaries, who ride upon the chariot of 
paity triumph in the other end of this capitol, to 
defe.it the just and wholesome amendment of the 
Senate. Let them do it, and go before an injured 
constituency and an incensed public, and answer 
to them for having wilfully withheld from the 
public coffers $16,U00 of their money, and put it 
iu the pocket of a political favorite and partizan.
